SIR WILFRID LAURIER. 
The passing away of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier at this time means 
* not only a distinct loss to the 
Liberal party but to the whole of 
Canada,. Tlie loss, to the party 
which he has lead-so ably for al- 
most fifty years will be felt 
more at the present time than if 
his death had occurred at al- 
most any other time in his whole 
‘eareer. Events of the past few 
years have been such as to cause 
many differences of\opinion and 
in no department of activities 
have these differences caused 
more upheavals than in political 
fields. The result is that both of 
the old line parties are split and 
their one time leaders are either 
out of politics or out of harmony 
with their one time associates.
